Senators 
Platt, Quay <\nd Penrose and Gov- 
ernor Odell, of 'New York, tod-ay 
again met the representatives of the 
<jcfl interests in a lengthy1 confer- 
encfe which adjourned this afternoon, 


, levying the situation pi*actically un- 


clmnged. 


The ^four politicians nientioiied 


w|rexcloseted in Senator Platt's,office 
fi&m' .10 o'clock until 12:30, Viieii 
Cminnian Thomas, oi the Brie, and 
/President Baer, of the Beading, join- 


ed, them to%receive any proposition 
which they''had to offer as the result 
of their session. They remained but 
a little while when t'he conference 
dispersed and Chairman Thomas, 
speaking for the operators, gave out 
the following statement:

The report of fhe Indiana 
state 


statistician on the subject of labor, 
which is made fiom interviews, with 
?,462 waga earners, will show that 
74 per cent, of the employes in .tho 
ftate last year receivd neither an 
increase nor a decrease in wages. 
Twenty-three per cent. ,of those in- 
terviewed, or 813 «wage earners, own- 
ed homes and 2,649 did not. Of the 
3,462 -there were 2,565 of the wage 
earners whose salaries were neither 
increased nor deceased la£t year; 837 
received an increase and 60 suffered 
deci eases. Of the 3,462 theret were 
606 who saved a part of their an* 
imal eanaings. Thirty-five and one- 
half per cent, carried life insuranct; 
93, or two-third' per cent., carried ac- 
cident insurance; 293 were foreign 
born; 1,948 were married.

the 3,462 wage earners as a basis, 
it was found with the aid of the cen- 
sus that fthere are 4,679 wage earners

' Detroit, Mich., Oct. 10.—After near- 
ly twelve hours of debate the coal 
conference adjourned about midnight 
last night after having passed a set 
of resolutions asking that tempor- 
ary receivers be immediately ap- 
pointed for tooth the anthracite mines 
and the railroads. It was also the 
sentiment of the gathering that con- 
gress should so strengthen the pow- 
ers of the interstate commerce com-, 
mission that the rates for carrying 
coal by the transportation corpora- 
tions may be fixed, so &s to prevent 
overcharges.

hereby dcclaa'rd to be illegal.' Com- 
merce among the states begins when 
the subjects thereof begin to move 
to their place of destination and ends 
when they 'are sold.

therefore, is whether the mine work- 


combination • constitutes-a re- 


strain t .upon such commerce. Tiie 


fcliat it does not is based upon 


the contention that this combination 
affects only production of ccal within 
the states and net shipments of coal 
from one state to 'another. It is sub- 
mitted that 'finis 'distinction is witli- 
out foundation 
in the law or tiie

medical attention. It was to the in- 
terest of the owner that the slave 
should be in his best physical status 
every possible moment.

In the mnin 
he has had poor shelter, no regard 
for sanitation, ill =cJotIiang, haphaz- 
ard feeding and but scant medical di- 
rection and t're.itnient.
